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The  Lying,  The  Twitch,  and  the  Wardroom  Part  2

The  knights  and  other  defenses  in  the 
castle  have  either  been  knocked  down  or  surrendered.  The  King  is  placed  on  the  ground  all  tied 
up  and  Jason  and  Mason  see  him  face  to  face.
